W EARTHQUAKE 


Crowd Gathered for Fiesta 
at Guelatova . Crushed 
by Falling Walls, Eye- 
Witness Relates. 


TOTAL DEATHS 
PLACED AT 106 


First Aid Brigade on Way 
to Miahuatlan, Where 20 
Lives Are Reported to 
Have Been Lost.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 17.—Be- 
lated reports from the Southern 
Mexico zone, damaged by an earth- 
quake Wednesday, indicated the 
deaths already had reached 106 
and possibly would go higher. 

In Huixtepec, 18 miles south of 
Oaxaca City, an old church in 
which people were~ praying for 
safety collapsed and it is feared 
lives were lost there. 

Earlier in the day the total of 
dead was set at 65, counting ‘30 
killed in the village of Guelatova, 
30. miles west of Oaxaca City, but 
Serte Eisenstein, Russian film pro- 
ducer, flew to Guelatova in an air- 
plane and said tonight that 71 died 
as the: result of a church roof and 
spires caving in. 

The Russian’s report could not 
be officitatly confirmed. but it was 
known damage was widespread in 
Guelatova. 

Church Crowded for Fiesta. 

Hisenstein, who has been in Mex- 
ico for sonie time making motion 


pictures, said a great crowd was 
assembled in the church for 4 
fiesta.

the church. The four walls of the 
edifice were still standing, but the 
roof and spires had caved in.

With two cameramen  LEisten- 
stein visited Guelatova this morn- 
ing to take pictures and _ re- 
turned to Mexico City this after- 
noon: He said he thought the 
death toll in the Oaxaca Valley 
was much higher than so far 
reported; ac he did not see even 
one yillage which appeared to have 
misséd destruction or great dam- 
age. 

Bisenstein said only a few build- 
ings in Oaxaca, the largest and 
best-built in the city, had escaped 
destruction. The market place was 
shaken dowh and all the houses on 
teree entire: streets were destroyed. 

Im @ cemetery bodies buried in 
crypts along a long wall were ex- 
posed and the walls split open. 
These crypts were sprayed with 
gasoline and the bodies burned. 

The River Oaxaca, which cut 
through the. suburbs, now is a dry 
channel. 

Three new earthquake shocks in 
Oaxaca last night destroyed 20 
houses which had been weakened 
by the previous shocks. 

Eisenstein added that the 
ground was shaking when his 
plane prepared to land yesterday 
afternoon. The pilot kept the ship

A stroll about the fare border 
of that garden is a sort of tour of 
the world’s tropics in miniature. 
In a yelvet-hooded pergola on the 
west side is the immaculate ‘Star 
of Bethlehem” and the white moth 
orchid from the Philippines. Only 
a few steps away in a similar per- 
gola on the east side the Himalayas 
and the Indies are represented 
by slipper orchids from the re- 
markable collection presented to 
the garden by the late D. S. Brown 
of Kirkwood; China by the dully 
red-throated nun orchid, India by 
sprays of white and pink dendro- 
bium and Australia by another den- 
drobium in a lighter range of col- 
ors.

The finer hybrids are 
represented by two large brasso- 
cattleyas in this group. Experts, 
however, point out an original Tuli- 
pan that has the size and thorougnh- 
bred “style,” the full sepals form- 
ing a pérfect enclosure about the 
lip, and all the other characteristics 
for which the hybridists strive. 

Paths at either end lead around 
the bank of Tulipans to an exhibit 
illustrating the process of growing 
orchids from the seed which has 
won international distinction for 
Shaw’s Garden. It is a duplicate 
of the exhibit at last year’s Na- 
tional Orchid Show at Washington, 
which won medals for the garden 
and Mrs. Elinor Alberts Linder, 
originator of the process, and elicit- 
ed admiring cOmments from Mrs. 
Hoover. 

Opposite the seedling exhibit are 
two trees which naturalistically set 
off orchid varieties including 
mauve Mexican laelias, with’ flow- 
ers alrily poised at the tip of their 
long spikes. Under tie arch formed 
by. the trees is a case displaying 
an impressive number of médals 
and cups won by the garden’s 
orchid collection since 1923.

Viadimir Golschmann, conductor 
of the French Government con- 
certs and director of the Cercle Mu- 


sicale Universitaire in the Sor- 
bonne, Paris, arrived in St. Louis 
at noon yesterday to take up his 
duties as this season’s second guest 
conductor of the Symphony Or- 
chestra. He succeeds E. Fernan- 
dez Arbos, Spanish conductor who 
ended his stay here with the con- 
certs of Jan. 9 and 10. 

Golschmann. will conduct four 
pairs of concerts, the first pair next 
Friday: afternoon and Saturday 
night. Hc will start rehearsals 
with the orchestra tomorrow. When 
he takes up the conductor’s baton 
here he will be directing his sec- 
ond Arbos-trained orchestra in 
succession, for he came to. this 
country directly from Spain where 
he- recently completed a series of 
concerts with Arbos’. Own Organ- 
ization, the Royal Orchestra of 
Madrid. Previously he .served as 
guest conductor in Brusséls and 
Lisbon. : 

In Spain During Revolt. | 

While in Madrid, he saw some- 
thing of the late Spanish revolt, 
he told reporters on his arrival yes- 
terday. 
a very quiet and well-behaved re- 
volt, that disturbed concert at- 
tendance but little. That was one 
thing he liked about the Spanish 
people, he remarked. They were 
responsive to music but not much 
concerned with fighting and noise- 
making.

He preferred individual works. He 
didn't want to be kriown.as an ex- 
ponent of the .modernist French 
element anyway. 

His lively interest in this music, 
he explained, was due as much to 
curiosity and personal friendship 
for the composers as to belief in 
the importance of the music. How- 
ever, he would incorporate at least 
three of these modern works into 
his programs for first-time per- 
formance in St Louis, he said. The 
three already chosen are Rabaud’s

* Feature Was Fact Planes 
Were Forced to Keep Per- 
fect Formation.

RIO DE JANBIRO, Jap. i7.— 


With the last stage of our flight, 
Bahia to Rio de Janeiro, the Ital- 
jan squadron has finished its 
| planted flight of more than 6000 
miles over three continents and 
the Me@iterranean and Atlantie 
Seas. If the Italian enterprise had 
aimed at the establishment of @ 
record or @ great sporting event, 


I would have notbing to add. 

The flight was made in perfect 
formation: the Atlantic Was con-. 
queted this’ time, not by a single 
plane, but by a@ group of wings 
which flew over the ocean without 
interruption of the formation by 
any of the units of the flying 
squadron. 

There is something in this Ital- 
l4n feat that should be cénsidered 
as beneficial to aviation through- 
out the world. For this feason I 
believe it opportunte to publish a 
detailed account of the experiences 
of our squadron. 

Although a plane was lost at 
Bolama, Portuguese Guinea, and 
another was refidered uséless, the 
12 other machines would have at- 
tained the goal, had not a stupid 
accident impeded the twelfth when 
it was in plain sight of the Natal 
harbor. (The plane capsized and 
Was sunk as it was being towed 
to Nata] from off the Island of 
Fernendo do Noronha, where it 
hag been forced down.) 

Losses Under Calculations. 

The percentage of losses was far 
under the calculations I made prior 
to the departure, 

Our machines showed extraor- 
dinary powers of resi#tance and 
stability especially during a storm 
which we met in our flight, —— 
proof they were true air-nava 
units, capable of crossing seas just 
like any ship with proper means of 
navigation. 

T have nothing extraordinary to 
note about the flight in the early 
stages between Cartagena, Spain; 
Kenitra, Morocco; Villa -Cigneros, 
Rio de Oro, and Bolama; stages of 


ular navigation. I remember sand 
clouds abounded in the neighbor- 
hood of Cabo.Juby, a new element 
for us. This was the first skirmish 
in the tropical flight over Africa. 
Our planes flew over those clouds 
without difficulty. 

But the dramatic, tragie point 
was still to-arrive. It was, as we 
had foreseen, the take-off at night 
in Bolama. 

Completely .Blind Take-off. 

We faced the trial under especial- 
ly difficult conditions. And because 
of this we fell certain that our ex 
perience was definitive in‘its les- 
sons, since we took eff in groups 
of. three ig @ dark, mooniess night, 
over waters whose surface we could 
not see; over a maritime mirror 
whose horizon was invisible. If 
was indeed a completely blind 
take-off, depending entirely upon 
ithe efficiency of the planes and 
their crews. 

The crews in our case résponded 
to our most optimistic hépes and 
no charge could be made against 
the crews of the planes which met 
accident. In those cases the im- 
ponderable factor which surpasses 
human courage and will-power 
should be considered. 

But the tragedy lay exactly in 
‘this; that I could not remain wait- 
‘ne for more favorable weather 
without risking the loss of the few 
last days of full moon and thus be- 
ine forced to delay the flight for 
more than a month. 

As soon as the planes were lift- 
ed by their own impulse we fixed 
the altimeters at zero and trusted 
the precision of our apparatus. It 
was impossible to try to steer by 
landmarks. Darkness was every- 
where. We might; for all we

The award, which includes a 
limited scholarship at any univer- 
sity the winner may choose to en- 
ter, may be won only by Eagle 
Scouts whose records have paased 
the scrutiny of three judging 
boards; the Scout’g troop commit- 
tee, his local council, and the Na- 
tional Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America. Candidacies are filed 
without the Scouts’ knowledge by 
the local councils, on the basig of 
the candidates record for civic 
work. | 
Weber’s most noteworthy ser- 
vice occurred during the tornado 
of 1927, when he worked 36 hours 
without rest, aiding in the rescue 
of persons buried in the debris of 
fallen buildings, and giving first 
aid treatment to victims of minor 
injuries.

The Soviet leaders abolished pri- 
vate property for Russians shortly 
after the revolution.

The problem has 
wider ramifications. The Rapallo 
Agreement between Russia and 
Germany, which provided for mu- 
tual cancellation of debts and 
claims, stipulated that if the Soviet 
Government at any time recognized 
claims of other nationals, the same 
terms should be available to Ger- 
mans. A similar agreement was 
made with Japan, 
Prof. Jerome Davis of Dartmouth 


the American claims were not 
paid, the United States had set a 
precedent. “In otr own revolu- 
tionary fight,” said Davis, “Wash-~- 
ington and the ‘other founders of 
the republic declared void all the 
tremendous grants of land given by 
the English King to his own war- 
riors and favorites for service ren- 
dered. We, furthermore, confis- 
cated the property of Tories, and 
this action has ever since been up- 
held.” Davis fr 2r charged that 
“during the World War we confis- 
cated German private property, 
and we still keep our ownersh 
of German ships.’ Davis’ com- 
parisons apparently were based on 
the fact that the United States had 
soldiers in Archangel. 


Repudiation Precedents. 


Soviet Russia made known its 

official view of compensation in 
1922 after the Genoa conference 
of Buropean powers had laid down 
the .conditions which Russia must 
meet before receiving foreign aid. 
In a note to the powers, the Soviet 
authorities argued that “Govern- 
ments and systems of government 
which have emerged from a revo- 
lution are not bound to respect the 
obligation of Governments which 
have lapsed.”’ The note pointed out 
that the “French Convention, of 
which France considers herself to 
be the legitimate successor, pro- 
claimed on ‘the twenty-second of 
September, 1792, that ‘the sov- 
ereignty of peoples is not bound 
by the treaties of tyrants’”; and 
that, “in conformity with this dec- 
laration revolutionary France not 
only tore up the treaties of the old 
regime with foreign countries but 
also repudiated its national debt;’’ 
and that, “She only consented, and 
that from motives of political op- 
portunism, to pay one-third.” 
) As a matter of history, payment 
Yof a third of international claims 
would be a high proportion. Data 
on international claims are con- 
fusing, but the present American- 
Mexican Mixed Claims Commission 
is making awards of about 25. per 
cent of claims. Claims against Ger- 
many are somewhat higher be- 
cause Germany, a defeated nation, 
was forced to admit considerable 
liability which might have been 
challenged under other cireum- 
étances. One resume of claim set- 
tlements, puts the percentage of 
awards to claim at less than one 
per cent. This survey, however, 
takes in what would now be con- 
sidered extraneous cases. 

There is a large literature on the 
repudiation and the defaulting of 
government securities. One of the 
examples near home is the repudi- 
ation of $87,000,000 worth of bonds 
floated by eight Confederate states, 
on which the interest in default 
was estimated in 1928 at $307,000,- 
000, |

Cravath, who has had wide ex- 
perience in financial affairs, con- 


tends that it would be impossible 
to reach an agreement on the re- 
ciprocal claims of the United States 
and Soviet Russia without an var 
tended inquiry. He declares that 
it is not “wise diplomacy” to in- 
sist upon a definite agreement as 
a condition of recognition. 

“Would it not be wiser,’’ he asks, 
“to pursue the course that was 
adopted by the United States Gov- 
ernment in dealing with somewhat 
similar problems in its relations 
with the present revolutionary 
Government in Mexico, which had 
assumed an attitude toward Amer- 
ican property rights not dissimilar 
in principle to that of the Soviet 
Government.

Propaganda Uncontrollable. 


Regarding the qtestion of sub- 
versive propaganda directed from 
Moscow, Cravath is not so certain 
1@ successful .agreement could be 
reached with the Soviet authorities, 
While declaring that he believes 
that Soviet diplomatic and trading 
officials have had no part in inter- 
national propaganda, he frankly 
admits that the Russian Com- 
munist party and the Third Inter- 
national have been and are likely 
to continue active communistic 
propaganda in all parts of the 
world. He further admits that “it 
is hard to accept the distinction 
that Soviet statesmen draw between 
the Soviet Government on the one 
hand and the Communist party 
and the Third International on the 
other, inasmuch as in the last 
analysis the Soviet Government and 
the Third International are both 
creatures of the central organiza- 
tion of the Communist party.” He 
admits, however, that the propa- 
ganda in the United States prob- 
ably would not be increased after 
recognition. 

“On the other hand,” he con- 
'tinues, “in spite of the bad record 
of the Soviet Government in carry- 
ing out its promises to other gov- 
ernments to refrain from propa- 


| ganda, it may well be that, when 


recognition has removed the prin- 
cipal cause of irritation in Russia 
against the United States, the com- 
munist leaders will deem itto their 
interest to terminate their sub- 
versive activities in this country, 
which they must have found by 
experience to be futile in promot- 
ing the cause of Communism with- 
in our borders.” 

Recognition of a country, Cra- 
vath argues, would not imply that 
the United States puts its seal of 
approval on the Soviet Govern- 
ment. ‘ 

“Usually the primary motive of a 
government in recognizing the gov- 
ernment of another State is self- 
interest,” he says. “It simply seeks 
to establish relations which will en- 
able it to protect the life, liberty 
and property of its citizens and to 
promote their interests, and reci- 
procally to establish a basis for deal- 
ing with the other country and its 
citizens. The recognition of a new- 
ly established government by the 
United States Government does not 
remotely carry with it the implica- 
tion that the aims and practices of 
the new government meet with our 
approval or inspire our admira- 
tion.”’ 


Difficulties Foreseen. 


Summing up.the advantages of 
recognition, the New York lawyer 
and business man concludes: “Our 
Government would be in a position 
through its diplomatic representa- 
tives to protect the life, liberty and 
property of Americans visiting or 
sojourning in . Russia, of whom 
there are already several thousand 
annually, who are now dependent 
upon the good offices of’the diplo- 
matic representatives of other gov- 
ernments. 

“Our Government would be able 
by the usual diplomatic methods to 
encourage and proetct American 
trade with Russia. There is mych 
force in the view that when in 1923 
our Government by presidential 
proclamation encouraged American 
merchants and manufacturers to 
engage in trade with Russia it 
owed our citizens the duty of pro- 
tecting this trade by the usual dip- 
lomatic machinery. Only by the 
establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions can outstanding differences 
between the United Etates and Rus- 
sia, such as . those in relation to 
dumping and convict labor, be 
dealt~with adequately. With an 
Ambassador in Moscow and con- 
suls in the principal trading centers 
of Russia, our Government would 
be able to assemble reliable infor 
‘Tnation for the guidance of our 
merchants, manufacturers and 
bankers, who are now. dependent 
upon casual and ofter prejudiced re. 
ports of unofficial observers. 
| “An attempt by the United 
States to negotiate a satisfactory ba 
sis for ition of the 
Government would be full of diffi- 
culties, and diplomatic relations, if 
established, might be hard to main- 
tain, for the Soviet statesmen have 
not shown an aptitude for co-opera- 
tion.

Not Expected to Be Ready for 
‘Comfortable: Auto Travel 
Until October, 


None but the most adventurous 
motorists should attempt to nego- 
tiate the new 775-mile Pan-Amer- 
ican highway from. Laredo, Tex. 
to Mexico City this summer, Wil- 
liam H. Furlong, manager of the 
highway department of the San 
Ahtonio Chamber of Commerce, 
said yesterday, in commenting on 
the announcement Thursday that 
the highway is scheduled to be 
opened in. June, through the con- 
struction of a temporary roadway 
across a 48-mile mountainous gap. 

Jose Rivera, Assistant City En- 
gineer of Mexico City and secre- 
tary of the Pan-American Division 
of the American Roadbuilders’ As- 
sociation, who announced plans to 
open the provisional roadway be- 
tween Valles and Jacala, voncurred 
today in the results of a personal 
survey made by Furlong. 

“While it is anticipated the road 
will be technically passable this 
summer,” Furlong said, “it should 
not be attempted by even experi- 
enced drivers until after the rainy 
Season. By October the average 
motorist should be able to make 
the trip from Laredo to Mexico 
City. And at the rate construction 
is progressing now, the road should 
be a_ concrete highway by the fall 
of 1933.” ° 

At present the road is paved and 
in excellent condition from Laredo 
to Monterey, a distance of 148 
miles, and is in good condition as 
far as Linares, 85 miles:from Mon- 
terey, he said. 

Furlong said it was anticipated 
that by fall, barring unusual de- 
lays to construction, the entire 
roadway would be about as good 
as a first-class county road in this 
section of the country. Most of the 
surfaces consist of gravel, rock and 
shale, he said. 

During the rainy season, which 
extends from about June 10 to the 
middié of October, only paved 
stretches should be attempted, Fur- 
long: gaid. About 20,000 men are 
working 6n the road now and the 
construction is keeping well up to 
schedule. When completed, the 
paved highway will vary in width 
from 20 to 66 feet. The route tra- 
verses a scenically beautiful region. 

Motorists should provide them- 
selves with camping equipment and 
an auxiliary supply of gasoline, oil 
and water, he said. Hotel accom- 
modations are available now at 
several towns along the highway, 
he explained, but some of the 
jumps between points represent a 
hard day’s drive under favorable 
conditions. !

as Kurwenal, Carl Braun as “King 
Marke” and Marie von Essen as 
Brangaene. 


The performance was conduct- | 


ed with vigor and authority by 
Max von’ Schillings. His first act 
was especially vivid, but in the 
love scene of the. second act some 
of the glamor was, missed because 
of a too hurried tempo and a lack 
of discriminating accent. > 
The performance was submit- 
ted to drastic cuts and to an old 
Wagnerite who treasures every 
bar of the score, seemed weaker 
on that account. But the music, 
whether in small doses or large,’ 
is always miraculous and always 
works its spell on every type of 
listener. The German Opera Co. 
did well to include this never- 
fading masterpiece in its reper-

especially since the change in 
the offside law. An exaggerated 
“WwW” formation is likely to result 
in lack of goals. There will be 
much good football, football worth 
watching, but the needed goals will 
not come—for the simple reason 
that the inside forwards will be too 
far back. They will not be able 
to get far enough up field to be- 
come factors in the actual goal- 
scoring. The danger is that this 
side of the game will be left to 
three men—the center forward 
and two wingers. 
So 1 do not advocate the exag- 
gerated formation, In short, I do 
not think it wise for both inside 
forwards to be back at the same 
time. In my diagram I show the 
“W”" formation. Nos. 3 and 5 are 
the inside forwards. In actual 
practice these men would be farth- 
er behind the other forwards than 
is shown here, -but they explain 


arisen. 

Huaddersfield’s System. 
There are two ways of playing 
inside forward. The first method 
is by far the most difficult for one 
man. The scheme is that one of 
the inside forwards should act as 
a sort of semi-forward halfback. 
In short he roams at will between 
the forward and. halfback lines, 
picking up stray passes, either 
from his own halves or from bad 
clearances by his opponents. Work-

ing between these lines means that 
he acts as a distributor of the ball. 
He ‘has a roving. commission. But 
this role calls for hard work and 
very great accuracy-in seeing and 
making an ‘opening, It also calls 
for the other inside forward being 
eonstantly on the attack. He, too, 
will have to work hard, for at 
times he will have to go back to 
his halfback’s assistance. 

This method was exploited by 
Huddersfield Town when they car- 
ried all before them, and Clem 
Stephenson, a very great inside for- 
ward, was the distributor. One can 
almost describe the duties of this 
spare forward as being similar to 
those which the center half-back 
had to fill in the days when he was 
an attacking force. 

I am afraid that I cannot recom- 
mend this system, unless you have 
very smart inside forward.’ 


Wilson’s Favorite Style. 


The next method is the better 
one. This is a sort of up-and-down 
system between the inside forwards. 
Again study the diagram. Both in- 
side forwards are well back. Now, 
instead of that, there should be one 
forward up the field and the other 
down. When the inside right.is in 
line with the center forward and 
outside right, then the inside left 
should be back between the center

forward an left half, and vice 
versa. 

This means that you always have 
four forwards in the attack. The 
way to decide which forward 
should be up and which back is 
done by studying the’ position of 
the ball. If the outside right has 


‘lthe hall, then it is the inside right 


who must be back and the inside 
left who must be forward. The 
dotted line shows where the inside 
left must go if the outside right 
has the ball. 

This method opens up various 
possible ways of attack. The out- 
side right can give the back pass to 
his inside forward (as described in 
the article upon wing play) or he 
can push the ball across. This lat- 
ter way is the one expected by the 
inside left. If the winger centers, 
there are now three possible play- 
ers to whom the ball might go—the 
center forward, the inside left, and 
the outside left, who has come in- 
wards, If the inside lieft is back, 
it means that the opposing defense 
can crowd out the center forward, 
and the left winger will never get 
near the ball. 

One Up, the Other Back. 

This is a rule that can be fol- 
lowed for positional play at inside 
forward. If the ball is on your 


4 right wing, then the inside right 


must be back. If it is on the left, 
whether in attack or defense, then 
it is the inside left that must go 
back, One might call this system 
the pendulum method for inside 
forwards. When one is up the field, 
then the other is down. Certainly 
this is the most satisfactory way, 
for it does not weaken assistance in 
defense, and it keeps four men al- 


ways in attack.

Al Layman was indict- 
ed for assault with intent 
to kill, but he had disap- 
peared. _It was long before Billings 
recovered. When he was again able 
to go about the ordinary activities of 
life the determination was strong in 
him to bring his assailant to justice.

The youth became an el- 
derly man, still cherishing the hope 
that the man who had struck him a 
cowardly and nearly fatal blow would 
be brought to book. 

Billings moved to Oklahoma City, 
where one of his sons practices law. 
Another son is County Attorney at 
Woodward, Oklahoma. A few years 
ago he located an Albert Layman in 
Texas, but the man disappeared be- 
fore Billings could have him arrested. 


HEN last year an Albert Lay- 
WW man at Blackwell, Oklahoma, 

advertised a calf for sale, Bil- 
lings saw the advertisement, went 
to Blackwell, investigated Layman 
and finally caused his arrest. Lay- 
tan was living alone on a small 
rented truck farm on the edge 
of the town. Police there had never 
heard of him until Billings appeared. 
Investigating, they were told he had 
lived there several years. Billings de- 
clared Layman was the man who had 
knocked him unconscious 41 years be- 
fore, and in September the farmer was 
brought to Macon, the county seat of 
the county in which the attack oc- 
curred. The accused man had waived 
extradition. He was arraigned on the 
original indictment, now yellowed and 
brittle with age. 

The courtroom was packed when 
the trial opened last month. Bach 
side had about 30 witnesses, most of 
them old people who had been living 
in Macon County or Webster County 
in 1889. James Y. Billings, Prosecuting 
Attorney of Dunklin County, Missouri, 
and Wayne Billings of Woodward, Ok- 
lahoma, sons of the prosecuting wit

ness, and Elmer O. Jones of La Plata, 
a member of the State Legislature, 
conducted the prosecution, with County 
Attorney William Van Cleve mere- 
ly appearing formally for the State.

Bidinger, now a deputy 
sheriff in Oklahoma, gave 
similar testimony.

The defense sought to prove that 
the man on trial was living in Web- 
ster County in 1889, instead of being 
one of the Macon County Laymans, It 
offered evidence to show that he was 
a little taller than the Al Layman who 
had assaulted Billings and that where- 
as his eyes were light blue, the eyes 
of the Macon County Layman were 
dark. 

It also produced testimony that 
the defendant was right-handed, while 
the man who hit Billings was lieft- 
handed. Special significance was at- 
tached to this because the blow, deliv- 
ered from behind, had fallen just 
above the left ear.

He testified that at the time of his ar- 
rest Billings told officers there should 
be a scar on the back of his neck, and 
that the officers looked for it, but 
didn’t find it.

LL the diplomatic

He went on to law school, was grad- 
uated, and started practice. Almost 
immediately his executive ability was 
recognized by financial leaders. And 
he steadily climbed higher on the lit- 
erary ladder. : 

He traveled through various foreign 
lands on magazine assignments, but 
finally in 1914 returned to America 
and opened an office in New York 
City.

They enable the observers to watch 
without being noticed by the child. 
Cameras moving along rails on the 
dome roof make photographic 
records of the baby's response 
to various situations. 

Baby’s first laugh, his first 
clumsy attempts to pick up a 
desired toy, and his babbling 
and cooing are all being duly 
recorded by the _ scientists. 
These are the little everyday 
things that every mother sees, 
but few record with scientific 
accuracy. But from the ac- 
cumulated mass of facts, psy- 
chologists hope eventually to 
be able to explain infinitely 
more about the whys and 
wherefores of the behavior of 
babies and of the adults they 
later become. 

Professor Buhler and her 
assistants devised a series of 
baby tests on the basis of the 
records from months of day 
and night obsetvation. While 
these are not actually the first 
baby tests, they are the first 
which attempt to make such a 
fine distinction between the 
various age stages in the in- 
fant’s development. They are 
described by Professor Buhler 
in “The First Year of Life.’’ 
Here is a general outline 
of progress: 

When his majesty, the infant, has 
reached the ripe age of two months, 
for instance, he may be expected to be 
enough of a sociable cfeature to re- 
spond to an adult's glance by gazing 
solemnly back into the eyes that have 
sought his glance. Signs of his grow-

ing mental ability are revealed by his 
fright at a loud sound or by searching 
head movements during prolonged 
sound, by focusing his eyes on an ob- 
ject, or by showing consciousness of a 
changing tone of voice. Holding the 
head erect, holding the head up in the 
prone position and turning away the 
head in a movement of flight from un- 
pleasant objects are standard achieve- 
ments of bodily control at that age. 

At three months the baby returns a 
glance with smiling or cooing. Now 
when he is frightened by a strange 
touch his whole body twitches in at- 
tempted flight. His rapidly growing 
intelligence and curiosity find expres- 
sion in looking for the source of a 
sound, in following moving objects 
with his eyes and in imitating facial 
movements. In addition to the ex- 
perimenting movements of the two- 
month-old infant, the three-month-old 
has commenced feeling objects, touch- 
ing them, consciously exploring the 
world surrounding his person. 
Wa he has so developed social- 

ly that he expresses displeas- 
ure when an adult stops playing with 
him. Mentally he has advanced to 
the point of active looking about in a 
new situation, of looking at a moving 
object and imitating facial expressions. 

After five months in the world the 
infant imitates friendly and angry fa- 
cial expressions. If he loses a toy, he 
looks for it, and if the plaything is 
taken from him he exhibits a defense 
reaction in protest. His increased 
bodily control permits him to turn 
from back to side and to grasp an ob- 
ject in view with one hand. 

Sitting with support and the ability 
to distinguish between friendly and 
angry talking are achievements at six 
months.

enjoyed the advantages of 
almost a year’s growth and ex- 
perience in the world. 

To the mother or older sister who 
has watched a baby, aj) these minutely 
described movements and gestures 
seem too familiar and everyday affairs 
in a baby’s life to constitute a psychol- 
ogy test. Professor Buhler purpose- 
ly patterned her tests on the ordinary 
day-by-day life of the infant for, after 
all, children have to live in a day-by- 
day world and adapt themselves to it. 

There is more to life than merely 
being able to solve some arbitrary 
problem, and so the tests take into ac- 
count the baby’s physical control, his 
sociability and his skill in handling ob- 
jects, as well as his budding powers of 
reason. 

Simple and natural as the tests are, 
the psychologists were careful not to 
apply them as an arbitrary index of a 
baby's development. Thus the chil- 
dren were not judged alone by the 
score they made on their own age level 
tests but were allowed to show their 
skill in performing the tests for chil- 
dren a month older and a month 
younger than themselves. 


success- 
ful grasp- 
ing and imitating 
of sounds are other 

characteristics of behavior at 
this age level. The seven-monthas-old 
child begins crawling. He now responds 
to angry and pleasant facial expres- 
sions, with his own little gestures of 
rage or friendliness which show the 
grimaces are not a mere imitation. 

Crawling and sitting alone are char- 
acteristics of physical development of 
the average infant at eight months. 
One sign of his developing mentality 
is revealed by the child’s commencing 
to choose his toys instead of accepting 
without choice the one presented to his 
attention. If the chosen toy is re- 
moved the child shows signs of dis- 
pleasure and persists in his mood for a 
while thereafter, 

At nine months the infant is so 
aloof from strangers that he must be- 
come acquainted before he extends his 
usual greetings. He also tries to arouse 
the attention of adults upon occasion 
and shows that he understands simple 
gestures made to him. His mental 
activity is evidenced by curiosity to see 
a hidden object. 

For the 10-month-old baby Profes- 
sor Bubler has devised a simple mem- 
ory test. A toy, consisting of a ball 
and box, was given the child to play 
with for five minutes. This was then 
taken away and the box returned after 
30 seconds with the ball missing. If 
the child remembers, he looks for the 
ball and shows surprise because it is 
gone. At 10 months, the child is able 
to stand with support. 

At the end of 11 months the child is 
mentally advanced to the point of pull- 
ing an object from the floor by the 
string which moors the toy to his 
cradle. He has learned to be afraid of 
unfamiliar things and imitates sounds. 
If a toy is held above the child in such 
a way that he cannot reach it from a 
lying position he is able to raise him- 
self to a sitting position to grasp it. 

These are only a few of the baby’s 
accomplishments, now that he has en- 


AILURE bo perform a part of the 
| ee test is not to be taken as a 

sure sign that theechild is back- 
ward. For because a baby is behind 
his age in some things is no sign that 
he may not be in advance of his age 
in others. 

Allowance is also made for baby's 
moods. Upon one occasion a baby 
might pase a given test with flying col- 
ors. Again he might remain stolid and 
inert, due to some unexplained fit of 
stubbornness or inattention. In such 
a case the examiner used his judgment 
about continuing the test or waiting 
until the baby was willing to give a 
fair sample of his ability. 

Four hundred babies ranging be 
tween the ages of one and two years 
were tested in all. The findings of 
the tests agreed remarkably well with 
the judgment of physicians, nurses and 
parents who had studied and analyzed 
the individual infants. But as a 
further check, 25 of the children were 
retested after a period of four to 12 
months had passed.

INDEPENDENCE, Kansas. 
=r) WO youths and two 
girls of high school 
age stopped their 
Ford sedan in front 
of a residence on a 
respectable street 
of Dallas, Texas, a 
few days ago and, 
to the consterna- 
tion of passersby 
and householders of the vicinity, be- 
gan to undress. They had no curtains 
on the side windows and didn’t bother 
to use the one they did have on back. 
It was a startling experience for the 
housewives of the neighborhood. 

By the time the disrobers had got 
down to the bare skin, however, one 
observer had recovered sufficiently to 
call police headquarters and bring a 
squad of policemen hastening with 
“the wagon.” The officers‘ arrived 
about the time the quartet had fin- 
ished changing from good clothes into 
old ones and took the whole outfit to 
the station as suspicious characters. 
The police say now they had no very 
definite action in mind beyond that 
of giving the youngsters a lecture 
about changing clothes in public, but 
it wasn't long before there were devel- 


opments that caused them to start 
looking for the handcuffs. 
First, it was discovered that the 


Ford was a stolen car. Then one of 
the girls—-both were mere children— 
started talking. When she had fin- 
ished, a -murder, an automobile 
theft or two and a score of highway 
robberies and other crimes had been 
solved, the police reported. Starting 
out to discipline a party of wayward 
boys and girls the Dallas police had 
unwittingly bagged members of the 
worst band of juvenile criminals the 
Southwest had ever ,encountered— 
“cradle killers’’ for whom the police 
of four states were searching. The 
prisoners, the boys, were Everette Hal- 
diman and Ray Willis Harley, 17-year- 
old stripplings of Kansas City, Kansas, 
and the girls were Fern McNabb, 15, 
of Sioux City, Iowa, and Althea Rush, 
also 15, of Blair, Nebraska. 

For a month the four had traveled 
about the country living like young 
unimals, a pack of lawless young 
nomads, stealing and robbing as they 
went—and figuring in a killing on at 
least one occasion. 

The murder confessed was that 
of John B. Seidel, a filling sta- 
tion and lunchstand operator at Tyro, 
Kansas, near here. It happened 
on December 5. Fern McNabb told 
about it first and then the others also 
confessed that Haldiman shot Seibel 
because the filling station proprietor 
was slow about putting up his hands. 
With Seibel’s body lying on the floor 
in plain view the cash drawer was 
rifled and some hamburger sandwiches 
were prepared at the lunchstand be- 
fore departing. In Dallas the four ran 
out of iunds and, when caught, were 
changing clothes in order to sell their 
better ones. They said they expected 
to use the money to buy ammunition 
so they could hold up a bank. 

There were other disclosures, too, 
‘once they got started confessing. They 
admitted they were all members of a 
still larger band of juvenile criminals 
that had been operating in and around 
Kansas City for some five months. 
Haldiman and Harley, indeed, were, or 
h 4 been, leaders of the band, which 
numbered about 20 youths and girls 
ra:ging in age from 14 to 20 years 


of age. Their rendezvous was a ‘red 
barn'’ outside the limits of Kansas 
City, Kansas, where they held their 


orgies and planned their crimes. Hal- 
dimah styled himself the ‘‘Al Capone” 
of the crowd, and was said by some 
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Everette Haldiman and 
Ray Willis Hariey, both aged 17.

Haldiman, himself, has confessed 
only the Seibel murder, but the of- 
ficers contend they have conclusive 
evidence that he committed at least 
two other murders in Kansas City, and 
it is believed that several more are at- 
tributable to him or members of his 
gang. Here is a list of Kansas City 
holdup-killings for which the gang is 
believed to have been responsible. 

May 10—Vincent Weber, a deaf 
mute, slain by boys when he was told 
to hold up his hands.

The youths, apparently mis- 
taking his action for an attempt to 
draw a weapon, shot him dead. 

August 15—Irving Mallin, slain by 
youths in his fruit store. 

August 18-—John E. Ramsden, 
killed in a filling station holdup. 

November 26—William H. Price, 
driver of a bakery wagon, shot dead 
when he resisted a group of young- 
sters who tried to hold him up.

took place. Haldiman pleaded guilty 
of first degree murder in the case and 
was sentenced to life imprisonment by 
Judge J. W. Holdren on January 5.

Andree also gets an insight as to 
the origin of the stratified layers of 
the ice he has so often observed and 
wondered at. He illustrates his opin- 
ion with a sketch and text. He also 
notes that, on melting, the projecting 
tops and edges of the ice are covered 
with clay as much as one inch in 
thickness. 

On August 26 the camp is pitched 
about midday. To the sample taken 
previously during the course of the 
wandering there is added an addi- 
tional sample—of a great find, em- 
bracing clay, leaves, bits of driftwood 
and shells. 

Andree summarizes the events of 
the day as follows: 


OE today and fell into the water 


today and Strindberg has a 

pain in his foot. But we cov- 
ered a good distance today in any case. 
This evening I have made fishing 
hooks of pins and have fished with 
meat and fat. We shall see if I get 
anything tonight.”’ 

The men are awake again early, at 
1 o’clock in the morning of August 
27. There is a fog. Andree examines 
his fishing lines, but all the six hooks 
which were at a distance of 19 inches 
from each other and were about 16.5 
feet below the surface, were un- 
touched. The thickness of the ice at 
this place was 4.125 feet to 4.75 feet. 
Where there had been pressure the 
thickness rises to 8.75 feet. 

At 2:30 p. m. they break camp and 
the expedition starts. Weather clear— 
magnificent. Andrea writes: 

“During the whole of the forenoon 
we had good going and good floes, 
although the leads were numerous. 
But in the evening the difficult coun- 
try began again. It consisted of small, 
and, in part, antheap-like hillocks 
standing very closely together, be- 
tween which the sledges incessantly 
capsized and caught fast. 

“However, we certainly made 3.6 to 
4.2 miles today and had one of our 
best days. 

“Today we have seen ivory gulls 
and a bird which was probably a great 
auk. This evening, too, I have put 
out the long line for fishing. Fraenkel

has again had very bad diarrhea and 
has got opium. I have had diarrhea, 
too, today, but I imagine I am well 
again now, without any medicine. 
Strindberg is greatly occupied calcu- 
lating lunar distances.”’ 

Andree notes that he has mended 
Strindberg’s photographic apparatus 
and the spirit tin. He still devotes 
his liveliest interest to the question 
of the stratified ice, which is noth- 
ing else than an illusion, for it ‘‘arises 
from the periodic melting and freez- 
ing of the water at the edges of ice 
which already exists.”’

the grinding of the snow, have been 
hillocks varying very much in form 
and size. 

“Between them there are frozen 
pools of water, with ice which is still 
level but which, by its bulging, etc., 
shows that it, too, will soon form a 
link in the billowy part of the sur- 
face. The study of this ice leads the 
thoughts irresistibly to the geological 
phenomena in the crust of the earth, 
whose late sedimentary strata corre- 
spond to the pools of water.” 

In the evening the temperature has 
fallen to 21 F. and the northwesterly 
wind is still fresh with a velocity of 
16.5-19.8 ft. per second. Andree says, 
however, that though they have not 
suffered from it, ‘“‘the tent and sleep- 
ing sack begin to be difficult to man- 
age. Fraenkel is bad again. Yesterday 
he got an opium tablet, and this eve- 
ning he has got a morphine tablet 
against the pains in his stomach. We 
shall see if he can become a man again. 

“Seals, fulmars and ivory gulls are 
visible now and then; the two last 
mentioned come so near that one is 
tempted to kill them with a stick.” 

The course has still been kept at 
S, 60, W, and as the wind has been 
northwest, Andree and his comrades 
hope that they have drifted toward 
the south. : 

As a matter of fact, since August 11 
they have drifted in a wide arc towards 
the east-southeast, so that they are no 
more than 12 miles south from the 
point on which they stood six days be- 
fore. All their efforts have, prac- 
tically speaking, been in vain. 


N AUGUST 29, at 12 o'clock, 
() temperature is still low— 

22.8 F., and the northwesterly 
wind has a velocity of 9.9 feet 
per second. It now begins to feel 
cold. The expedition starts at 3:30 
p. m. and then tries to keep a course 
towards 8S. 45, W. 

“The ice, like that of the day be 
fore, is mostly hummocky and the 
leads are numerous and large and 
therefore very difficult to cross. It is, 
consequently, no easy matter to keep 
a fairly steady course between the 
leads. 

“The ice and snow, too, have be- 
come as hard as glass, so that it is 
difficult to draw the sledges over 
Strindberg's sledge is badly 
broken and they could just manage 
to mend it. 

“We come siowly onwards and I 
imagine we shall have to make a late 
autumn journey to reach Mossel Bay,” 
is the only remark Andree writes in 
the presence of this gloomy perspec- 
tive. A bear appeared but “unfor- 
tunately he went off at a gallop when 
he saw that he was noticed.” 

“Tonight was the first time I 
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rounded off into innumerable smal! . 


thought of all the lovely things at 
home,”’ writes Andree. “Strindberg 
and Fraenkel, on the contrary, have 
long spoken about it. The tent is now 
always covered with ice inside, and the 
bottom, which is double, feels pretty 
hard when it has been rolled together. 
I sweep it clean morning and evening, 
before and after the cooking.’’ 

On August 30 it has become still 
colder. At the start, about 4 p. m., 
it is 20 degrees F. and the wind is 
fresh. The ice is the same and the 
course difficult to keep, the leads be- 
ing troublesome to cross. Andree 
writes: 

“At last we found ourselves on a 
floe, from which we could not come 
without rafting. As we had not more 
than twenty minutes left of our march- 
time, we determined to pitch our tent 
and see if the ice possibly moved dur- 
ing the night. 

“Scarcely had we erected the tent 
before Strindberg cried out: ‘A bear 
on top of us!’ A bear then stood ten 
paces from him. I was lying inside 
the tent, sweeping the floor, and so 
could do nothing; but Fraenkel, who 
was outside, caught hold of a gun and 
gave the bear a shot that made him 
turn, badly wounded. 


Orr’ SAVE cartridges, he was al- 


lowed to run a bit, but at last 

he had to be finished off with 
three more shots. The bear, however, 
had managed to get down into a broad 
lead and rolled himself about there, 
but he could not swim far. 

“I threw a grapnel past him and 
brought him in to the edge of the ice. 
This, however, was #0 thin that we 
hardly dared to stand on it, but at 
last I succeeded in putting a noose 
around his neck and one around a 
foreleg. Strindberg pried with the 
boathook and so we hauled him up on 
to the ice pretty easily. 

“The situation was photographed 
and the bear was cut up. Once more 
we have now 66 pounds of meat—-i. e., 
meat for fourteen days if we calcu- 
late two pounds each morning and 
evening and 11 ounces for dinner. 
These quantities are carried next to 
the body so as not to be frozen. Two 
red-breasts visible.”’ 

They pitched camp while the night 
was early. When they awakened in 
the afternoong of August 31 it was 
still 25 degr F., but the northwest 
wind had increased. They started in 
the evening. 

“The sun touched the horigon at 


midnight,’’ wroie Andree. ‘The land- 
scape on fire. The snow a sea of 
fire.” 


But the Polar summer is definitely 
ended, and hereafter the days. wil! 
rapidly decrease in length, and the 
dark nights lengthen as rapidly. 

The “country” is, however, 
good, Andree notes: 

“We could, for the first time, cross 
broad, new ice. Firat I crept across 
on all fours to test if it would hold. 
Then we went across in several piaces. 
Ferryings had to be undertaken over 
the broad leads, however, but the dif- 
ficulties increase, as the ice is in live- 
ly movement. 

“It is stately to work the sledges 
onward through the middie of the 
crashing ice-preasures around us.

NEW YORK. 

“T am commuting this woman's 
Sentence upon recommendation of 
the sentencing Judge, the District 
Attorney and the Warden of Au- 
burn Prison. 

“There was a daughter born to 
this inmate shortly after she ar- 
rived in prison and the woman who 
has been taking care of this child 
recently died. I believe that it 
would be advisable to parole this 
inmate s0 that she may take care of 
her child, who is now 10 years old.” 


ITH this statement, 
two days before 
Christmas, Gover- 
nor Roosevelt of 
New York § freed 
Mrs. Pearl Beaver 
Odell, who was con- 
victed of murder 10 
years ago and sen- 
tenced to serve 20 
years to life for her share in a crime 
for which her husband went to the 
chair. A few months after her con- 
viction, and shortly before her hus- 
bund was executed, she was removed 
from prison to the Mercy Hospital at 
Auburn, where she gave birth to a 
daughter. 

The child was named Gloria Naomi 
Odell and the convicted father died 
without being permitted to see the 
girl. <A prison law in effect at that 
time permitted a child born in prison 
to remain with its mother for two 
years, and for 24 months Mrs. Odell 
cared for her child within Auburn’s 
dull walls. Then Gloria was taken 
from her mother and placed with a 
private family. To shield the child, 
Ner whereabouts have not been made 
public. Now, after eight years of sep- 
aration, the mother, who is only 28 
years old, has been freed to care for 
her daughter. 

Friends have obtained employment 
for her and her present whereabouts 
are being kept a secret so that she will 
have every opportunity to escape pub- 
licity and be enabled to accomplish her 
rehabilitation unhindered. Thus, on 
the day before Christmas, with her ul- 
timate destination concealed, Pearl 
Odell boarded a train at Auburn bound 
for New York, and aimost exactly 10 
years after the commission of her 
crime, was granted a new opportunity 
by the State of New York to begin life 
over again witb her child. By being 
a good mother she may make some 
amends for her share in one of the 
strangest and most revolting murders 
ever committed in New York State. 

In the fall of 1919 Pearl Beaver 
lived in a boarding house in Rochester. 
She worked in a factory. She was 
tall, frail, amber-haired and delicately 
pretty. She was a coal miner's daugh- 
ter froin Pennsylvania and she was 
18 years old then when she met James 
Odell, who was 21. Odell had served 
in the local naval militia and had been 
stationed at Pelham Bay Naval Sta- 
tion during the war. His discharge pa- 
pers said that he was mentally defi- 


clent, but that did not keep him

wages as a machinist. 
In Rochester he lived 
with his mother and 
foster-father, Mr. and 
Mrs. George 
Arnold.

her unworthy 
of being his 
wife, she nev- 
ertheless con- 
sented to live 
with him.

sented to marry Odell. They were mar- 
ried shortly before Christmas, 1919, 
and went to live with the Arnolds. 

A week later while rummaging 
about the house Odell discovered 
a letter - addressed to his’ wife 
and a card bearing the name of 
Edward J. Kneip. Pearl then told 
her husband that two years earlier 
Kneip had visited her at her board- 
ing house and assaulted her. After- 
wards he had promised to marry her, 
but always postponed the date, con- 
tinuing their intimacy the while. 


N THE summer of 1919, realizing 
| that Kneip had no intention of mak- 

ing her his wife, she broke with 
him. A’few months later she met and 
married Odell and now, she told her 
husband, Kneip was again making 
overtures to her and suggesting a re- 
sumption of relations. 

Odell was infuriated at this. He 
took his wife to a Rochester lawyer 
and sought to have Kneip charged 
with assault, but the lawyer convinced 
him that no conviction could be ob- 
tained under the circumstances. Later 
Odell again called on the lawyer, say- 
ing that Kneip was known to be talk- 
ing about Mrs. Odell. And the law- 
yer, at Odell’s request, wrote a letter 
to Kneip. 

Possibly Pearl was still in love with 
Kneip and egged her husband on, or 
Odell may simply have brooded over 
the matter. In any case, he decided 
to administer justice to Kneip him- 
self. On the evening of January 7, 
1920, Odell went to the factory where 
Kneip was employed. He had Knfieip 
pointed out—for he had never met the 
man—showed him a tin badge, said 
he was ‘Detective Arnold’ and that

he had come to arrest Kneip. 

“What for?’’ asked Kneip, 
a young man of twenty-three. - 

“For assault,’’ Odell 
promptly replied, ‘‘on Pearl 
Beaver.” 

Kneip flushed at this, said 
nothing, put his hands in the 
handcuffs Odell produced 
and allowed himself to be led 
out, thinking, of course, that 
Odell really was a ‘“Detec- 
tive Arnold” and that he 
was going to he taken to 
headquarters. Outside was 
the automobile ‘belonging to 
Odell’s stepfather, George 
Arnold. Pearl Odell was ait- 


ting in it and she and Kneip ee 


were driven by Odell to the 
home of th- Arnolds, with 
whom the Odells now lived. 
There, in the presence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Arnold, Pearl took 
oath on a bible that Kneip 
was the man who had ruined 
her. Old Mr. Arnold drew his stepson 
aside and told him not to do anything 
to Kneip that he might later regret. 
Odell promived, and then he and Pearl 
put the handcuffed Kneip in the car 
again and drove off. 

A few minutes later the car broke 
down in the street. Odell stopped a 
taxi, flashed his ‘tin badge, teld the 
driver he was “Detective Arno'd” and 
asked if he would drive the party out 
to Mosquito Point, about five miles 
out of Rochester. The driver, of a 
suspicious turn of mind, said he would 
be back in a minute. He went to a 
telephone, called up police headquar- 
ters and asked if there was such a 
detective. He was told that there was 
no “Detective Arnold” on the: force, 
but that it might be a private detec-

Sherer, the chauffeur, then went 
back and picked up the party, at the 
Same time being careful to notice the 
license number of the car that had 
broken down. On a lonely road at 
Mosquito Point the taxi driver was 
dismissed and returned to town. At 
this time it finally dawned on Kneip 
that things weren't as they should be, 
but there was no one to hear him if 
he cried out and with Odell’s revolver 
prodding him he was marched across 
the frozen, snow-covered fields to a 
clump of trees. There his arnis were 
placed about a tree and he was again 
handcuffed. 
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The next morning the brakeman of 
a train approaching Rochester noticed 
what he thought were the feet of a 
human being protruding from a cul- 
vert near the tracks. He mentioned 
the matter to the police while his 
trained stopped in Rochester and soon 
the Sheriff and some deputies were at 
the culvert. At the point indicated 
they found the body of a man, un- 
clothed except for under- 
wear, obviously murdered 
and so brutally mutilated, 
scratched, stabbed and 
beaten that no identifica- 
tion was possible. There 
had been a snowfall the 
previous day and a trail 
led to a nearby clump of 
trees. Bloodstains on the 
snow and other signs of a 
struggle clearly indicated 
that here was the scene of 
the crime. Here they found 
a large, blood-stained file, 
pieces of a broken revolver 
and, more import- 
ant still, footprints 
showing that two 
men and a woman 
had been involved. 

Around noon of 
the day the body 
was discovered 
Kneip’s mother re- 
ported to police 
that her, son had 
failed to come 
home from work 
the day before and 
had not reported 
tha¢ day. As soon, 
as the discovery of 
the mutilated body 
was published in 


the papers, the 
taxi driver  ap- 
peared at  head- 


quarters and told the police that Mos- 
quito Point had been the destination 
of the party he had carried the night 
before. He also gave the police the li- 
cense number of the car his passen- 
gers had been riding in. The records 
established that the owner of the car 
was George Arnold. Police hurried to 
the Arnold residence and _  artrested 
Pearl and James Odell just as they 
were about to leave, with grips packed, 
to lose themselves in the Pennsyl- 
vania coal regions. The taxi driver 
identified them and they promptly 
confessed, although to their credit it 
must be said that each tried to shield 
the other. 

Odell was put on trial first. On the 
stand he told what had happened to 
Kneip when he and his wife took their 
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prisoner on the walk in the wood 

“When we had him handcuffed to 
the tree I said to Pearl: ‘There he is 
if what you say he did is true, there's 
your chance to punish him as he pun- 
ished you.’ 

‘“‘Pearl took the file and went over 
to him. ‘Eddie,’ she said, ‘you started 
me on my downfall.’ 

“*You're nothing but a—— 
said. Then Pearl hit him 
file. I walked up and hit 
the revolver. It broke into 
Then I took the handcuffs off 
he said was ‘O Pearl, O Pearl!’ 

The Odells then left Kneip uncon- 
scious, but Odell remembered he had 
dropped a letter and went back (to 
pick it up.

Several years after the marriage 
rumors began to find their way 
into the papers that all was not 
harmonious in the Howard Gould 
menage. These finally were con- 
firmed in 1907, when Mrs. Gould 
sued in New York for a limited 
divorce. The contest became bDit- 
ter and sensational and during 
the ensuing two years of litiga- 
tion much of the Gould’s personal 
life was brought into the light. 

Countering his wife’s allega- 
tions, Howard Gould charged 
that she had been drinking ex- 


cessively for some time. He main- 
tained that he had reason to be 
jealous of Dustin Farnum, the ac- 
tor. This both Mrs. Gould and Dus- 
tin Farnum vehemently denied. 

Even the name of Colonel W. 
F. Cody (‘Buffalo Bill’’) was 
dragged into the affair. He had 
sponsored certain of her theatrical 
ventures. Gould's lawyers tried 
to prove that before her marriage 
Mrs. Gould had been friendly with 
the cowboy showman. This, too, 
was denied. Gould’s attorneys told 
the Court that from 1899 to 1906 
Mrs. Gould had received $766,500 
from her husband and had saved 
about $200,000 of this, spending 
the balance on herself.

A lot of Amer- 
icans who finished second 
will keep right on trying for the hon- 
or as it assures one not only a solid 
reputation but something like 60 
grand in cash, With that money a 
man could afford to join a country 
club and possibly send his children off 
to college.
